THE STATE DEBT. 

The substitute from the Committee 
on Revenue, Taxation and Publie 
Debt was considered, It provides 
that the General Assembly shall have 
no power to lovy taxes for the pay- 
mentor adjustment of more than 
five per cent. of the principal of the 
bonds of the State, Known as special 
tax bonds, and thirty-three per cent. 
of all other bonds of the State, until 
the question of such additional levy 
shall have been submitteu to the qual- 
‘fied voters of the State for their ap- 
proval o¢ disapproval, and Lave 
seen approved by a majorit: thereof, 
And no part of the interest whieh 
has accrued, or whieh may hereafter 
accrue, upon any of the bonds of the 
Siate, shall ever be paid. 

Mr. Jarvis moved an amendment 
outthe words ‘more than 
live per cent. of the principal of? the 
bonds ofthe State, which amend- 
ment, if it prevailed, would prohibit 
the Legislature from levying any tax 
to pay apy part of the special tax 
bonds. 

Mr. Tourgee submitted a substitute, 
providing that, as the debt of the 
“tate is more than the people in their 
impoverished condition can pay, a 
Tribunal of Arbitration shallbe estab- 
lished to which the whole debt of the 
State shall be submitted, the said ar- 
bitrators not to citizens of the 
state, and their action to be final. 

Mr. Jarvis, dem., advoeca ed his 
amendment, reviewing the action of 
the Legislature which authorized the 
onerous debt under which the State 
is groaning. He said the order of the 
day at that time upon this floor was 
to vote away a million of duliars of 
the people’smoney, walk into another 
portion of the Capitol into Litiie- 
field’s bar-room, take a drink, and 
come back into the hail and vote 
away millions move. His amend- 
ment might be ealled repudiation, if 
if was so Wished, but the effeet of it 
was fo prohibit the Legislature from 
ever levying a tax to pay interest 
upon the special tax bonds, whieh 
were coneeived in fraud, rocked in 
the cradle of iniquity, born in corrup- 
tion and prostituted to the basest pur- 
poses—-the work of the Legislature of 
and 1869. ‘The word ‘repudia- 
tion’? in eonnection with these bonds 
was what the people of North Caro- 
lina wanted, 

Mr. Clingman, dem., could not 
support the amendment, and 
gave his reasons therefor, explains 
ing the conduct of the oflicials In 
eonneetion with these approprias 
tions, and thought that the total re- 
pudiation of tiese special tax bonds 
would work hardship to many inno- 
cent purchasers. He thought the 
matter had better be left to the Legis- 
lature with powers to adjust the debt 
in the best possible way. 

Mr. Young, rep., opposed the 
amendment of Mr. Jarvis. Its adop- 
tion would place a stigma upon 
North Carolino which would hurt 
her forever afterwards. He thought 
that none of the prepositions before 
this body could be entertained under 
the oath which had been adminis- 
tered to its members. But aside from 
the honor of North Carolina 
protested. He could not

endorse the legislative by which 
this debt was placed upon us, but he 
couid dot support repudiation, 

Mr. French rep. gave abistory of the 
legislation under which these special 
tux bonds were passed. He wasa 
inember of the Legislature at that 
tine, voted for the measures which 
necessitated these appropriations, 
and under the same circumstances he 
would vote for them again, but would 
take good care into whose hands 
these bonds would be placed. He 


favored the idea of referring the 


whole matterto a Boardof Arbitra- 
tion. 

Mr. Boyd, rep., did not hesitate to 
be placed upon record as being in fa- 
vor of the utter repudiation of the 
special tax bounds. The existence 
of these bonds, hanging over us, 
would forever retard the progress of 
the State. He claimed this debt was 
enacted in fraud, and notwithstand- 
in the fact that the larger majority of 
the Legislature which created these 
bonds belonged to the party with 
which he belonged, he was free to 
admit that undue influences were 
used to bring about their passage; his 
party was held responsible for the 
passage of these acts, but he claimed 
that some ofthe Democrats of the 
State had received large benefits 
therefrom. The people of the State 
to day were in no condition to pay 
the taxes that would be necessary 
should the fraudulent bonds be recoge 
nized in any manner. 

Mr. Turner was oppesed to the 
amendment of Mr. Jarvis, aud favor- 
ed the proposition tocommit to the 
people for their ratification or rejee- 
ticn. 

Mr. Bowman defended himself as 
a member of the Legis!ature of 1868, 
against the imputation of fraud, in 
voting for the various railroad meas- 
ures passed by that Legislature, and 
for which thesespecial tax bonds were 
issued. He claimed that representa- 
tives that voted in the majority for 
these appropriations were actuated 
by hovest motives and intentions.— 
He denied having any Knowledge of 
a bar-room in the Capitol Kept by 
Littlefield that served to inutlhuence 
members of that Legislature in their 
votes, 

Mr. Tourgee, atsome length, op- 
posed the amendment of Mr. Jarvis. 

Mr. Durham also opposed the 
amendment, and at considerable 
length discussed the status of the 
present State debt. He was opposed 
to repudiation, but desired the near- 
est access to an honorable adjustment 
of the debt. 

Mr. Allman moved that the whole 
matter be recommitted to the com- 
mittee, 

After much discussion, Mr. Turuver 
called the previous question which 
being sustained the motion to recom- 
mit prevailed by a vote of 49 to 3s. 

Mr. Jarvis moved that the ordin- 
aneein regard tothe repudiation of 
the special tax bond be made the 
special order for 1! o'clock Monday. 
Mr. Jarvissaid that the people de- 
manded and he would insist upon a 
vote be taken on this question before 
the Convention adjourned; that this 
Convention must and should do 
something in regard to it. 

A motion was made to adjourn, up- 
on which Mr. Jarvis demanded the 
yeas and nays. On the call at5} 
clock, the reporter left his desk. 


Bincuam Scuoou.—It isa gratify- 
ing fact that, notwithstanding the 
stringency of the times, the schools 
of the country are generally well at- 
tended. Not oniy are the schools in 
ourown city in a more prosperous 
condition than at any time in their 
past history, but we understand the 
“Bingham School"? numbers now 86, 
being an increase of 20 per cent. over 
the attendance of last session. These 
pupils represent ten States— Vermont 
among them. ‘This increase is due, 
in yart no doubt, to the new build- 
ings. which have been recently erect- 
ed and which the preprietors claim 
to be the best for school purposes in 
the State; but especially to the great 
satisfaction given under the present 
administration both to patrons and 
pupils. 


PASSAGE OF AN IMPORTANT ORDI- 
NANCE.—The Convention yesterday 
passed an important ordinance re- 
ferring to the caliing of Conventions 
hereafter and the adoption of amend- 
ments by the Legislature. It pro- 
vides that hereafter no Convention 
shall be called without having first 
obtained a two-thirds vote of the 
General Assembly and after being 
ratified by the people, and that any 
amendments to the Constitution by 
legislative enactment shall receive 
a three-fifths vote of one session of 
the General Assembly and then be 
ratified by a majority of the voters 
ofthe State. Heretofore legislative 
amendments have required a two- 
thirds vote of two sessions of the 
General Assembly and then to be rat- 


ified by the people.

manufacturers and operatives which, 
as in the present year, have culmin- 
ated in gigantic combinations on the 
one hand, and determined stands 
for resistance on the other. We lave 
no purpose to inquire into the can- 
ses of these things, since to do so 
much necessitate an inquiry into all 
the relations between capital and 
labor, all the disturbing elements of 
trade, or a!l the fluctuations of the 
money market. 

Our only purpose was, acting un- 
der the suggestions of the Fall 
River troubles, to point out the con- 
trast of advantages possessed by the 
North and the South, and show how 
much is in favor of the latter. Tie 
one great trouble both at the North 
and England is the comparatively 
restricted limits to which manufac- 
turing is confined. Lavorable sites 
are not abundant, and this compels 
the congregation of a large number 
of establishments around single cen- 
tres. This begets a large and 
crowded population, dependent sole- 
Jy upon their employment in the 
factories for support, without re- 
sources or resort when deprived of 
labor except in starvation or disord- 
er, and subject therefore to the 
tyrannical caprices—it may be—of 
mill owners and employers. 

Great crowds are easily swayed by 
a common impulse and it is not dif- 
ficult in times of commercial troub- 
les to excite masses into frenized re- 
sistance to what they conceive to be 
wrong, or to seek redress for evils 
they believe it in the power of em- 
ployers to redress. 

Now bere comes the advantage of 
the South. There is not a country 
in any Southern State above tide 
water that does not offer the most 
tempting localities for manufactur- 

ing. T nere are hundreds of placcs 
where the finest water is had, con- 
tiguous to the very cotton fields 
themselves, and with the bread and 
the meat raised up to the very doors 
of the factories. 

The almost endless number of 
these situations offers unlimited 
range of choice while it secures pro- 
prietors against tle causes which 
have generated so much of the 
trouble at the North and in Eng- 
land. Each establishment can find 
its own independent ground. There 
can be no need of crowding. There 
can be no necessities for Lowells or 
Fall Rivers or Lawrences or Man- 
chesters. There can be no need of 
overcrowded populations, no throngs 
of famished operatives, no bands of 
turbulent strikers. Each Southern 
factory can be, as many already are, 
surrounded by its own smiling ham- 
let, with its comfortable dwellings, 
its schools and its churches. 

The industry of New Eng’and 
might be spread over North Caro- 
lina, every one.of its huge establish - 
ments might find an appropriate 
location, and yet it would never be 
necessary, for the purpose of finding 
power, to have more than one fac- 
tory located at the same spot. 

And while pointing out to our 
own people these advantages, we 


also invite the attention of northern 
mill owners to this ready mode of 
getting ri of one of their greatest 
perplexities.

The Condition of ‘fairs in Herzee 
goviuia.

$150,000. 

CHEYENNE, Oct. 2 commis- 
sioners to treat for the Black Hilis 
have reached Throck Morton, home- 
ward bound. The attempt to obtain 
the hills is a failure. 

SAN Francisco, Oct. 2.—The 
crowd gathered at the bink this 
morning, and every preparation was 
made to open it. The President said 
the bank was prepared to pay ali the 
claims not otherwise provided for. 
At 10 o’clock the street and sidewalks 
were jammed, the door swung open 
amid cheers from the crowd. ‘ihe 
flags at mast head on the stand anda 
‘salute firing at the wharf. At half 
past 10 0’eloek go'd was flowing both 
ways. Itis believed deposits will 
equal if not exceed payments. 

Toronro, Oct. 2.—The  publie 
meeting last nightin regard to the 
religious processions Sunday, was 
very largely attended.
